OLD TIME WAYS OF TRAINING HORSES. 



Methods Pursued in Feeding and Conditioning in 
England Over Three Hundred Years Ago. 



My reference a few days ago to the methods of 
feeding liorses, expounded by Sir Freilrii-k Fitzwry- 
gram. has brought so many letters tliat I :iiii 
encouraged to give tlie views of (Jervis Markham on 
the same subject. As long ago as 1599 tliis writer 
published a vidume on “The Seerets a ml Art of 
Training .and Dieting the Horse for a Course, com- 
nioiily called Ruiiiiiiig Ibirses.” Markltam flourished 
in the days of (^m*eii Elizabetii ami. b«‘sides books 
ndatiiig to horses ami liorsemaiisliip. he left behind 
the reeord of many remarkable ex|M*riema*s, among 
tliem a trial by tin* Star Chamber for lilMdiiig 
lull'd Dany .after u quarrel iu the hunting field, 
wliieh culminated in .a fine of .5(NI isiumis and com 
initial to prison. As a soldier he servial witli dis- 
tinction during the reign of .)aim‘s I. Tin* first 
prineiple laid down by .Markham with regards to 
r.a<*e liorses was to breed from the Arab stallion, 
wliieh he ilescribed as of reasonable stature, neitlier 
too liigli r.or too low’, small lean head, **yes lik* 
fire; ears sharp, small, but somewhat long; crest 
high, thin, .and firm; rdiort, strong ba<k, long, up- 
right buttocks, small, clean legs, slender ami round 
of isidy; in short, peerless, possessing all the purity 
ami virtue of other horses, plus wonderful hardi- 
hood of eoiistitiition and imlomitalde pluck. He re- 
garded the jieriod between niid-.Mareh nml mid-May 
“wlieii the niooii had newly changed,” as the best 
time for mating mares.
